referenced and compared to my invention differs from the 
cabbage cutter in that the stoma flange cutter is a device 
that cuts to specified dimensions, cuts to coincide with 
particular and precise measured openings, and cuts to 

<?d appropriate predetermined shapes and sizes, whereas, the 
cabbage cutter cuts to no specific measurements or 
patterns, but cuts and chops randomly into various sizes by 
heavily striking in an up and down motion, the amount of 
cutting and chopping depending on the texture wanted,, can 

^be as fine or as course as desired. 

Visit any restaurant and you are likely to find cabbage in 
some form on the menu, and the same can be said for dinner 
tables in private homes. This cabbage cutter would be a 
welcomed device in the vegetable cutting art.
